The Great London Saturnalia—MNow It
Flourished for Seven Centuries
and a Hall—How 1t was
Suppressed in 1855,

At about this season of the year the evenings
in kogland become so chilly that this saying
has become proverbinli—

“Balnt Bartholomew

Brings tne sold dew.”
But for many centurles the good people of Lon-
don had sufficlent onuse to note the snnusl
recurrénce of St. Bartholomew's day without
paylog any sttention to the state of the weather,
or Its changes. On that day, the 24th of Augast,
was celebrated in the very hesrt of the city a

grand saturnslin, paseing under the name of

/ Bartholomew Fair, which at last became such a
public nulsance that It was found necessary Lo
suppress it

The origin of this falr was somewhnt corious,
and dates back 1o the time of King Henry I,
On¢ Rabere, jester and minstrel to that credu-
lous monsrch, bLecoming tired of the never-
censliy gayetivs of his profession, retired to the
clowster, but bis shirewdness did not desert him
along With his frivolity, Friar Rahere, ke
many giited persons in their latter days, pos-
sessed the happy tnoalty of “secing visions,"
and in one of these uu{lmrﬂaturul Interyiews of
his, he was for somo hours closeted with the
disembadied spinit of 8t, Bartholomew,

The smnt, ambitions ot benefiting his fellow.
mortals who were still in the flesh, gave Friar
Rahere to understand that it was his duty to
found v his honor a church and hospltal, and
the then London suborb of Smithfleld was

inted out as a proper loontion for these insti.
utions, Frisr  Rabere duly  reported the
bebusts of the saiot to hissoverelgn, and craved
the gift of a marshy tract of land in Smithgeld,
the site of Hosier Lane. In those days the
present thoroughinre was a small brook emptying
into the Fleet river, This brook was lined with
osiers, from which the modern name was de-
rived. The King was not slow to accede to the
requeat, ms the ground was of little vate in it
marshy condition, and the foundation of the

roposed eslablishments would inaugurate toe
mprovement of all that section, Bo the marsh
was drained, and in 1123 the monastery was
founded, Friar Ralere was made Prior, snd
ﬁcst suoccess attended the new shrine, the

mevolent saint in whose honor it was estab-
lished coming to the assistance of his devotoes
in o warked and sobstantial a manner, that
miracies were wrought on the spot, and many
of the aflicted were made whole.

But Prior Rahere did vot ignore temporal
assistance in bis undertaking, and so he stipu-
Iated with the King that he should have the
privilege of holding an aunual falr on the annj-
versary of his putrdo Saint. This was also dul
inaugurated, and became remarkably successtul,
It continued during three daye, eattle and mer-
chandiss being the staple articles placed on ex-
hibition and ssle, In those primitive days
travelling was both difficalt and dangerous, and
comwerce fn & very unsatistactory condition,
The royal sateguard was vouchsated to all per-
sons going to and returning from the fuir, and
as the result it was frequented by multitudes
from all sectlons of the country., The collection
of such acrowd of people presented a fine
opportunity for the operation of minstrels and
Jesters, and shows of all descriptions, which
6000 became & leading and attraciive feature of
the occusion. In the lapse of time society un-
derwent great changes, travelling became com-
paratively safe, commerce snd trade obtained
their modern footing, and the original purposes
of Bartholomew Fair, being thus gradually
superseded, were finally lost sight of. By the
time of Queen Elizabeth it bad lost its impor-
fance as an ocession for the barter ol cloths and
other wares, and was given over entirely to the
devolees of mirth and fun,

A German truveller, who visited England in
1598, thus describes the formahlities and sports
sttending the fair in his day:—"Every yeoar,
upon St. Bartholomew’s day, when the fair is
held, it is usual for the Mayor, atteuded by the
twelve principal aldermen, to walk io a neigh-
boring field, dressed in his scarlet gown, and
about bis neck a golden chain,” These dignited
officinls then sesled themselves under a large
tent, erected lor their especial accommodation,
and contemplated with greal seriousness a
geme of wrestling, **After this is over,” con-
tinues our traveller, “‘a parcel of live rabbits
are turned loose among the crowd,
which are pursued by a number of boys,
who codeavor to catch them with all the nose
they can muke.” Buch were the welghty lubors
which wege Incumbent upen the City Fathers of
London in the latter part of the sixteenth cen-
tury. A vivid picture of the Fawra few years
later 110142 is gwven by Ben Jonson in the
comedy which is supposed to be enacted within
the precinets ot the Fair, By this time the whole
routme of the occasion had been transformed
into & continued round of eating, drinking, and
gencral jollifioation. Roast pig was one of the

neipsl attractions. and over this savory dish

e frequenters of tne Falr were then accus-
tomed ?o loger in eplourean dehght, Puappet
plays, or ‘motions,” as they were styled,
were likewise in great favor. Religious
history wus largely drawn on for the
subjects of these performances, the Kall of

tniroeh @ of the Chaste Susanna,
and the ke, being enacted over and over again.
The Siege of Troy, the Loves of Hero and Leandor,
and other eiassical burlesques, which bore a
striking resemblance to those of more modern
days, were also exceedingly popular. Cuorlosi-
ties and monstrosities of nature coniributed to
the enterininment of the multitnde, one ol Ben
Joneon's charactors bwlnt mnde 1o say:—"I have
been at the E:E!e and the Black Wolf, and the

Bull with the five legs, and the Dogs that dance
the Morrice, apd the Hare with the Tabor." For
the espem‘ delectaticn ot the youne folks
there were provided enormous dolls in funcitol
attire, pingerbread disguised In a glitler of gold,
and trumpets, drums, and other instrumentusli-
ties of nowe.

By the year 1641 the Fair had become greatly
increased in size, and & pamphlet of that date
informs us that it was *‘of 80 vast an extent that
it was contained in oo lesa than four several

rishes—namely, Christ Church, CGreat and

ttle St Bartholomew's, snd St Sepulchre’s,”

Enaves arrayed in fools' conts held forth on all
gldes concerning the attruotions of their puppet-
shows, with a flourish of trnmpets and the din
of drums; while conjurors and wizards and
fiddlers did thelr bestto add to the wproar,
“All these together,” says the pamphleteer

“made such o distracted polse, that you would
think Babel not comparable to it,”

But uproarious as wué Bartholomew Fair in
the times preceding the Commonwealth, the
Restorationof the Siuarts brought with It so
much license und profligacy that it was not a
matter of surprise that this carnival became
even grosser and poisier than ever, Three days
were ground 1w be Insufficient for the purpose,
and the duration of the fair was extended
through s fortnight, during which time all the
theatres in the clty were olosed, in order that
the nctors might participate, and that there
should be no attractions elsewhere to divert
the sttention of the people, Everybody in
London devoted one or more days to the
revelry, whether high or low, rich or poor,
famous or infamous, The principal atiractions
at this time were the bootbs of the actors snd
conjurors. structures were two storles
in Le!lh'-. snd were specimans of substantial
woodwork, walled snd rooled with ?lmk. sod

Henry Fiellmg, the celebrated novelist, com-
menced his carcer as & parlproprietor in one
of thoge establishments, contnuing in the busi-
nees for nine years, One of the moat Inmous
periormers ut the fair, in the e of Charles 11,
was Faux, the conjuror, whose exploits in
sleight of hand tppml:ed. if they did not
equal, those of our lsiter-ds
benind him a fortune of $50,
ascquired by his jugglery wnd legerdemain,

Among the other atlractions of this pariod
were all sorts of natursl monstrosities and pro-
itigies, auch as dwarfs, ginnts, and learned pigs,
in peneral; and “a prodigious mounsier, with
one head and two distinct bodies,” “*an admirs
ble work of nalure” in the sbape of **a womun
having three breasts,” and “‘a llve elilld with
three legs,” in particular, Io Ister days the
“mermald”—not the one of Barnum's devising —
was a leading atiraction,

The Fair was oharsoterizad by so much dia-
order und rioting that the oivdl authorities st
length made an effort to check the disturbanocs
growing out of It, In 1708, by a reselatlon
of the Common Courcil, the duration of the
revelry was agala restricted to three days,
aithough the nuthoritles did not succeed in
ncoomplishing this without repeated fallures
and breaches of the peace, Awam, in 1760, the
the Mayor foterposed by appolnting seveniy-
two special otlicers, who were charged with the
duty of preservivg the peace, preventing gam
bling, aund hindering the performance of
plays and puppet  shows, About this
ime & doputy  mnrshal  lost his
lite while endeavoring to enorce order in the
fair. In 1776 a grent deal ot rioting was ocon-
stoned by the refusal of the Major to permit
the ereoudon of booths atall. For u long time
the fair was the occamion of the most disgraoe-
ful proceedings on the part of 8 crowd of
ruflians who nssumed the title of *“Lady Hol-
Iand's Mob,” and were acoustomed to assemble
on the evening previous to the proclamndon of
the [air by the Lord Mayor, for the purpose of
inpugurativg i after a feshion which sulted
thelr own tastee, Hone gives the following
sccount of their outrageous doiogs: —*"‘The
year 1822 wuas the last vear whercin
they appeared in any alarming force, and then
the Inmates of the houses thoy assalled, or
betore which they psraded, were aroused und
kept in terror by their violence, In Skinner
street, especially, they rioted undisturbed until
between three and four in the morulog, At one
period that morning their number was not less
than five thousand, but it varied as parties went
ofl or came in to and from the ssssult of other
places, Their force was 80 overwhelming that
the patrol and watchmen feared to interlere
and the riot continued until they had exhausted
their fury.”

Notwithstanding that the Fair was then in its
decline, we are told that fn the year 1828 the
receipts of the three leading places of amuse-
ment were as follows:—Wombwell’s Menagerie,
L1700 Atkins' Menagerie, £1000; and Richard-
sun's Theatre, £1200, The principal admission
fee to each of these was sixpence only. The
“Plg-Faced Lady” drew £150; the **Fat Boy and
Girl," £140; the Chinese Jugeler, £560; and the
“Scoleb Giant.” £20; the andmission fee ranging
from & halli-penny lo twopence. Duaring the
three days of the Fair the total receipls of the
sixteen prlncig:l menageries and side shows
amounted to about £5000, or $25,000.
After this period the influence of all the de-
cent people of the metropolis, as well as the
countenance of the eivil authorities, was di-
rected aguinst Bartholomew Fuir 50 effectively
that it gradually dwindled down to nothing.
Permission to remove the stones of the pave-
ments, for the purpose of placing the poles of
the booths in the earth, was refused. The
showmen overcame this difliculty by fixing their
oles 1n large, heavy tubs filled with earth; and
hen the authorities hit upon the expedient of
high ground-rents, which proved much more
efiectual, Until the year 1850, however, the
Lord Mayor continued to resort to the arch over
the opening of
the Fair, as had been the custom of his predeces.
sors in office for seven ocenturies. In 1850 the
worthy official found nothing ou the ground of
consequence, which so disgusted bim that the
readivg of the proclamation was thereafter com-
mitted to & deputy. [n 1855 Bartholomew Fair,
with all its opening ceremonies, marvellous
shows, and disgraceful riots, was tormally abol-
ighed, and it is now entirely & thing of the pust,

CONSCIENCE AS A DETECTIVE,

“Oh, cownrd Conscience, how thon dost
afiliot me!"’ exclaimed the immortal bard, Of
course, he meant to say ‘‘accuse me,’ for in
his time, and even long before, consclences was
& sort of public aceuser and prosecutor. It
has also always played & prominent part as a
detective—has been, in fact, a veritable Chief
of Detectives. It had much to do, though not in
the interest of the internal revenue, in expos-
ing the illicit distillation of apple-juice on the

art of our first parents, as well a8 in exposing
‘ain’s first attempt at a quibble. It even
played the part of public executioner in the
tnmous case of Ananias and, Sapphira; and |
have always imagined that it munst have made
Peter think that that cock crowed with unu-
sual and unnecessary force. It is an immense
source of revenune to the Charch of Rome at
this day; and even under the State and
Church governmental organization of the
early Puritans it controlled, in a great mea-
sure, their corporation rings. In fact, it has
been in all ages and countries a strong instrn-
ment of truth and justice; and has done more
than any other one power, faculty, or thing,
to give universal acceptance to the old saying
that “murder will ont.”’

There are many remarkable instances of the
singular way in which consclence has hunted
down crimioals. It hunted down John H.
Surratt: the story of his flight and detection is
one of the most remarkable of thess narratives
on record. At'the moment the murder of Mr.
Lincoln was committed by Booth, Surratt was
on his way from Montreal to Washington city
1o aot a8 an acoomplice, and had resched the
town of Blmira, New York, when he first heard
that the horrible deed was done. He immedi-
ately turned to iy, and made his way to Canada
withont suspicion, and was concealsd there for
several months, So completely lost was all
trace of him that the Government expended a
%rual deal of money in searohing for him at the

outh, and a man who resembled him was ar-
rested in Mississippl, sod confined for many
weeks in Washington. In September, 18656—
five months after the commission of the crime
and the withdrawal of the proolamation offer-
ing & reward for his arrest, so entirely lost
was all trace of him—Sarratt took pas L
nnder an assumed name and thomughl;..ﬁ:.

ised, in the Quebec steamer Peruvian for

verpool. On board he introduosd himssif
to the surgeon, L. J. McMillian. Although
MoMillian had up to that time been & perfeoct
stranger to him, not even his opinions on
our war being known to the criminal, Sor-
ratt insisted on talking about himself, No
other gubject seemed 10 have any interest
for him; and so porsistently did he refer
to himsell and his exploits, that Burgeon
MoMillian bagan to look on him as a weak-
minded egotist. At first he represented that
he had been & Rebel spy, and told marvellons
tales of his exploits; next he told, in grest con-
fidence, that he had planned with Hooth the
abduction, not the assassination, of President
Lincoln; then that the Government had ve
unjustly hung his mother, exclaiming in his
pasgion that he ‘“‘hoped to live long enough to
serve Androw Johnson as he had served Lin-
eoln!” And y impelled by his guilty
consclence or that o vanit mulud by
many t eriminals, annonn the was
John H. Burratt. Before this his track had

been completely covered; he was periecily safo

from snepicion or arrast; his oonsoience, ‘‘steal-
inf away his brains,” led him to talk, talk,
talk; and now it appears, by the official cor-
respondence of the Btate Department, that
this confession of identity to Surgeon MoMil-
lian was the first positive trace obtained of
him. e was olosely watched, but finally
mysteriongly disappeared, and all trace of
him was again lost, until conseience impelled
him, through his insane desire to talk nrhim-
gelf, to seek a confidant ina ocomrade In the
I'apal Zouaves, in which troop he had en-
ligted, Mr. Dotactive Consclence found a
codperator in this man, and, aided by him, the
agents of the Government again rasumed
the pursuit, Arrested, Surratt  escaped
and fled to Alexandria, Egypt, but was again
arrested and sent to this country., On the
voyage he repeatedly denied that he was Sur-
ratt; but on being asked, on his arrival at
Washington, in an suthoritative tone by the
United Statea Marshal, “*Is your name Johu
H. Burratt " he quiokly and nervonsly an-
swered afirmatively. The pursuit of Borratt
was continned for vearly two years, If any
reward for his detection is ever paid it will
doubtless go to MeMillian and St. Marie; bat it
should, in all justice and honesty, be trana-
forred to Treasurer Bpinner's “‘Consclence
Fund,' for undoubtedly Surratt was hunted
down by his own guilty conscienes, and the
chief witnesses against him have boen, as one
might say, subponaed by consolence.

There has latoly been recorded another less
prominent but not less remarkable instance in
which consciemce has revealod a crime, and
given additional proof that Hudibras was right
when he declared that

“Ill-gotten galus bofog men’s braing:
1li-gotten wealth revedls tho stealth,”

A panvmaster in the United States Navy
named Belknap was rubbed in 1863 of Govern-
ment funds to the amount of §130,000. His
gafe was broken open and the money extracted
in the most mysterions mauner; no trace was
left by the burglars, and their sucoess was com-
plete. Mr. Belknap could not explain his loss,
much less give any clue to the robbers; the
burglary became more complicated the more it
was inguired into; and finally Mr. Belknap fell
under suspicion, and a Board of Inquiry had his
name dropped from the rolls. Nothing counld
be proved against him, however, and no
criminal prosecution followed. But Mr, Belk-
nap was not content to remain quiet under
the unjust suspicion of the Government, and
actively continued his search for the culprits.
Nearly three years wera gpent in the search
without finding any clue likely to lead to the
detection of the robbers, when a professional
detective heard that a broker in Wall strest,
named Dewitt C. Wright, had declared that
Paymaster Belknap had lost the money at
carde. The detective, who appears to have
held this theory to be the true one, sought Mr,
Wright and heard the declaration from his
own lips, He also promised to give full
plrtlcuf:rs of the time, place, and circam-
atances under which the money had
been lost; but though repeatedly urged to do
s0, finally avoided giving the facts in detail.
The detective set to work, and soon satisfied
himgelf beyond doubt that Belknap had never
gambled in his life. Naturally this discovery
led to inquiries as to the motives of Wright in
making the statement; inquiries led to suspi-
cions; suspicions were conlfirmed by certain
faots elicited. A year was devoted to learning
about Wright’s antecedents. By this time he
had left New York and gone into business at
Charleston, South Carolina, Here he was
dogged, hunted down and finally arrested,
it having been discovered that he had not
only committed the burglary in question, but
many others, and that he had been a des-
serate character in England. The sole clue

y which he was dogged, and fiually detected,
was furnished by himself in his insane and
nseless attempt to farther secure his own
safety by destroying the character of the man
he had robbed.

Congcience has not only done universal ser-
vice as a deteotive, but has played a not insig-
nificant national partas a United States Reve-
nue offices; and a very consgiderable amount
stands on the books of United States Treasurer
Franels 1. Spinner to the oredit of the ‘‘Consoi-
ence Fund," as the aceount is techinically called.
The history of the ‘*Conscience Fund’' is not
withiont interest and entertainment. The ao-
count was opened in 1861, soon after the break-
ing out of the Rebellion, and on the receipt of
the sum of 86000, forwarded in bonds, and ac-
companied by a statement that the restitution
which had long been due the Government was
prompted by Conscience. This gave the ac-
count its name. It has since remained open,
and all amounts returned to the Treasury in
consequence of the prickings of the inward
mwonitor {(which in too many instances seems
to be iron-glad) have been credited to it until it
showed, at the end of 1866, a balance of over
thirty-five thousand dollurs. The sums vary in
size, ranging from one cent, contributed by one
who signed himself ‘‘Beggar Jimumy,"” to the
original remittance of 6000, Treasurer Spin-
ner has preserved 4 great many of the letters
which accompanied the remittances, and by his
kinduness in gevering the red tape of the esta-
blishment I was enabled to get copiea of a few
of the more interesting, The majority of bond

Jide conscientions corregpondents either gave

no explanation, or contented themsslves with
very brief statements of the reasons for the
return of the money, without attempting the
bootless task of working upon the tender feel-
ings of Treasury officials. Judging from these
lotters, the correspondents are chiefly those
who have defrauded the Government while
acting as its agents and officers, or who have
svaded the Internal Revenue taxes or cnstoms
duties. Among the more interesting of the
letters of the bond fide conscience-stricken are
the following:—

“Please nacknowledge recelpt through the
morning papers, and request them to put it ln
double-leaded lines, Just beneath the regular
standing editorial on Reconstruction., Conu-

Encloged in this were a fifty-cent note and a
twenty-five cent note, both counterfeit. From
the style and careful punctuation of this letter,
and the request that it be inserted in “‘double-
leaded lines,”” it was surmised that it was
probably from & correspondent of a newspaper
or some one vonnected with the press.

“Riri—A clear conclence softens the hardest
bed—a proverb says-—and as I nm g poor govs
ernment eclerk my bed Is very hard and needs
much softening—s0 I herewith return money
whioch 1 cannol consclentionsly keep—having
loafed considerably the other day,

“Yours respoctfully, C M H.”

Incloged in this was a fragment—a little
more than half—of a dilapidated five-cent note,

Here i & quiet thrust at Congress:—

“Aug, Sth, 1806,—Bir:—=The Enclosed Dilapi-
dated 10 cent Note is from a Conscience Strickan
Soldler who Recelved just that muaoh more
Founty than he mﬁhl. Lo In 15862 and as the |ast
aot Passed by onr Noble and Generons Congress
gives an Extra 100 Dollurs why he is afrald bhe
will get loo much under the last act you will
Obl'ge him very much by iovesting the En-
closed 10 cents Fractional Currency ln the
Great National Soldiers Gl Coneert and Draw
a Brick house (I you can) aud glve It tothe
Fenlang, Yours truly Ho, Bo.”
“to the honable treasurer of the U8, A,

“please flnd luclosed #22 dus the U, 8, post
office departmaent consions mouey (romw an ans=
fnithful officer who has repented.’

It was suggested by the matter-of-fact Trea-
surer, who enjoys his joke hugely, that the
writer hadn't thoroughly and entirely repentad,
a8 the inclosure was short 756 cents of the
amount stated, and contained §1-00 counterfeit
notes.

Thus much for Conscience as a revenua-
officer. It will readily be admitted that he hasn't
done his whole duty in this line, and has not
been s0 successful as a Collector as in his role
of Detective. At least go Treasurer Spinner
is convinced, Talking of the “‘conscience lot-
ters'" on file in his office, he once said, no
doubt with as much truth as good humor,
that “fit is to be regretted that the workings
of the spirit which animated the writers has
not been more etensively eperienced and
obeyed by more important offenders; for
I venture the statement that if all the big
rascals had followed the example of the smaller
ones who have contribunted to the ‘conscience
fund,’ we would have extinguished the na-
tional debt long ago.”

“Pig pever too late to mend,” and some of
the “big rascals’ may yet take warning,
or become consclence-stricken.
